MEET  THE  ARTISTS 


Robert  Mealy  is  one  of  Americas  most  prominent  historical  string 
players;  his  playing  has  been  praised  by  the  Boston  Globe  for  its 
“imagination,  taste,  subtlety,  and  daring”  He  has  recorded  and  toured 
with  many  ensembles  both  here  and  in  Europe,  including  Les  Arts 
Florissants,  Tafelmusik,  American  Bach  Soloists,  Sequentia,  and 
Tragicomedia.  A  frequent  concertmaster  and  soloist  in  New  York, 

Mr.  Mealy  performs  regularly  in  Trinity  Wall  Streets  weekly  series  of 
Bach  cantatas.  He  has  led  the  Boston  Early  Music  Festival  Orchestra 
since  2004  in  three  Grammy-nominated  recordings  and  many  festival 
performances,  including  a  special  appearance  in  fall  2009  at  Versailles. 
He  has  also  toured  to  Moscow  with  the  Mark  Morris  Dance  Group,  and 
accompanied  Renee  Fleming  on  the  David  Letterman  Show.  A  devoted 
chamber  musician,  he  directs  Quicksilver,  whose  debut  recording  was 
hailed  as  “breakthrough  CD  of  the  year”  by  the  Hujfington  Post  Mr. 
Mealy  was  recently  appointed  director  of  the  distinguished  Hi  storical 
Performance  program  at  Ihejuilliard  School.  In  2004  he  received 
Early  Music  Americas  Binkley  Award  for  outstanding  teaching  and 
scholarship.  He  has  recorded  over  80  CDs  on  most  major  labels. 

Avi  Stein  teaches  vocal  repertoire  at  the  Yale  Institute  of  Sacred  Music, 
continuo  accompaniment  at  The  Juilliard  School,  harpsichord  at  the 
Longy  School  and  is  the  music  director  at  St.  Matthew  &  St.  Timothy 
Episcopal  Church  in  Manhattan.  The  New  York  Times  described  him 
as  “a  brilliant  organ  soloist”  in  his  Carnegie  Hall  debut  and  he  was 
recently  featured  in  Early  Music  America  magazine  in  an  article  on  the 
new  generation  of  leaders  in  the  field.  Avi  has  performed  throughout  the 
United  States,  in  Europe,  Canada,  and  Central  America.  He  is  an  active 
continuo  accompanist  who  plays  regularly  with  the  Boston  Early  Music 
Festival,  Trinity  Church  Wall  Street  Choir  and  Baroque  Orchestra, 
Clarion  Music  Society,  and  Bach  Vespers  NYC.  Avi  directed  the 
young  artists’  program  at  the  Carmel  Bach  Festival  and  has  conducted 
a  variety  of  ensembles  including  the  Opera  Frangais  de  New  York, 
OperaOmnia,  and  a  critically  acclaimed  annual  series  called  the  4x4 
Festival.  Avi  studied  at  Indiana  University,  the  Eastman  School  of  Music, 
the  University  of  Southern  California  and  was  a  Fulbright  scholar  in 
Toulouse. 


Alexander  Woods,  violin ,  and  baroque  violin ,  has  been  hailed  by  the 
New  York  Times  as  both  a  ‘showstopping”  violinist  as  well  as  a  “deft  and 
sensitive  accompanist”  He  is  in  demand  as  a  chamber  musician,  soloist, 
and  orchestral  musician  in  New  York  City  and  abroad.  He  has  recently 
performed  at  such  festivals  as  the  York  Early  Music  Festival  (England), 
The  Mostly  Mozart  Festival  at  Lincoln  Center,  Bang-on-a-Can  Marathon 
concert,  and  the  Wien  Modern  Festival  in  Vienna,  Austria.  In  2012  Alex 
was  involved  in  recording  the  album  Anamorphonis:  The  Music  ofFausto 
Romitelli  featuring  the  Talea  Ensemble.  This  album  was  chosen  by  Steve 
Smith  of  Time  Out  New  York  magazine  as  one  of  the  “top  ten”  albums  of 
2012.  Also  in  2012  his  early  music  group  The  Sebastians  was  awarded 
the  Audience  Prize  at  the  Early  Music  America  Baroque  Performance 
Competition.  Alex  is  a  graduate  of  Yale  University,  where  he  studied 
baroque  violin  and  early  music  with  Robert  Mealy.  He  also  attended 
the  Manhattan  School  of  Music  as  a  student  of  Pinchas  Zuckerman  and 
the  University  of  Arizona  as  a  student  of  Mark  Rush.  Alex  is  assistant 
professor  of  violin  at  Brigham  Young  University.

ABOUT  THE  PERFORMERS 


A  native  of  the  Czech  Republic,  Marlen  Vavnkova  graduated  from  the  Janacek 
Conservatory  in  Ostrava  in  1996,  and  went  on  to  earn  a  master  of  music  degree  in 
oboe  performance  and  literature  from  the  Eastman  School  of  Music  and  a  doctor  of 
musical  arts  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign,  where  she 
studied  with  Nancy  Ambrose  King,  Richard  Killmer,  and  Daniel  Stolper.  Vavnkova  has 
appeared  as  a  soloist  with  the  University  of  Illinois  New  Music  Ensemble,  the  Baroque 
Artists  of  Champaign-Urbania,  and  the  Janacek  Chamber  Orchestra  and  has  performed 
under  such  conductors  as  Robert  Shaw,  Donald  Hunsberger,  Samuel  Adler,  Ian 
Hobson,  Beter  Bay,  Davida  Effron,  and  Constantine  Orbelian.  Her  playing  has  received 
recognition  in  the  United  States  and  Europe.  She  was  selected  as  a  finalist  for  the 
Krannert  Debut  Artist  Award  at  the  University  of  Illinois  and  has  won  competitions  of 
conservatories  held  in  Ostrava  and  Kromeriz. 

In  2002  and  2004  she  joined  the  Moscow  Chamber  Orchestra  on  its  American  tour 
and  the  Eastman  Wind  Ensemble  on  its  tour  of  Japan  in  1998.  In  addition,  she  has 
performed  at  the  Sarasota,  Hot  Springs,  Banff,  and  the  Ostrava  New  Music  Days 
festivals  and  has  taught  at  the  Illinois  Summer  Youth  Music  Festival  in  Urbana- 
Champaign  and  AMEROPA  Chamber  Music  Festival  in  Prague.  She  has  given 
performances  at  the  International  Double  Reed  Society  conferences  and  appeared  as 
a  soloist  at  the  Society  of  Electro-Acoustic  Music  conference  in  San  Diego,  California. 
Besides  receiving  a  stipend  from  the  Czech  Musical  Fund  and  travel  grants  from  the 
Ostrava  City  Council  and  the  Civic  Foundation,  Vavnkova  won  the  Presser  Musical 
Award,  the  Kate  Neal  Kinley  Musical  Fellowship,  and  the  Fellowship  for  the  Creative 
and  Performing  Arts  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  Her  scholarly  work  is  represented  by 
an  interview  with  Miroslav  Hosek  (International  Double  Reed  Society  Journal,  Fall 
2003)  and  an  annotated  survey  of  contemporary  Moravian  oboe  works  written  since 
1969.  Currently,  Marlen  teaches  oboe  at  Grand  Valley  State  University  in  Allendale, 
Michigan,  where  she  has  appeared  as  a  soloist  with  the  GVSU  Chamber  Orchestra  and 
the  Symphonic  Wind  Ensemble. 

Dr.  Jeffrey  Shumway,  piano,  is  a  member  of  the  music  faculty  at  Brigham  Young 
University,  serving  as  professor  of  piano  and  served  as  head  of  Keyboard  Studies 
1987=2006.  He  received  his  bachelor  of  music  degree  in  1976  from  Brigham  Young 
University,  gaining  Most  Outstanding  Pianist  and  Most  Outstanding  Musician  honors. 
Further  studies  included  the  master  of  music  degree  at  Juilliard  School  of  Music,  where 
he  studied  with  Irwin  Freundlich.  He  received  the  doctor  of  music  degree  with  high 
honors  from  Indiana  University  in  1981.  Dr.  Shumway  was  the  second-prize  winner  of 
the  1977  Gina  Bachauer  International  Piano  Competition. 

Since  joining  the  piano  faculty  at  Brigham  Young  University  in  1985,  Dr.  Shumway 
has  performed  extensively  solo  and  cnamber  music.  In  1990  he  completed  a  series 
of  ten  recitals  featuring  the  complete  thirty-two  sonatas  of  Beethoven,  for  which  he 
received  high  acclaim  and  was  honored  with  the  inaugural  Gina  Bachauer  Medal  of 
Artistic  Distinction.  He  has  also  twice  received  the  Creative  Excellence  Award  from 
the  College  of  Fine  Arts  and  Communications  at  Brigham  Young  University  Concerto 
performances  include  works  by  Mendelssohn,  Mozart,  Tchaikovsky,  Rachmaninoff, 
Prokofiev,  Brahms,  Gershwin,  Cramer,  and  Ravel,  the  latter  as  part  of  another  series 
in  1987  devoted  to  the  complete  solo  and  ensemble  piano  music  of  Ravel.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  internationally  renowned  American  Piano  Quartet  with  whom  he  has 
performed  and  recorded  throughout  Europe,  Canada,  the  Far  East,  and  the  United 
States.  In  addition  to  involvement  with  the  American  Piano  Quartet,  Dr.  Shumway  has 
performed  regularly  since  1983  with  his  duo-piano  partner,  Del  Parkinson  of  Boise 
State  University,  with  whom  he  recorded  a  compact  disc,  Celebrating  Gershwin,  in  1998. 
Dr.  Shumway  has  arranged  several  pieces  for  five  pianos,  published  by  Piano  Ensemble 
International.

MEET  THE  ARTIST 


The  first-generation  American  son  of  Brazilian  immigrants;  Michael  Mardson 
Me  Quay  is  a  native  of  Provo;  Utah;  although  his  performance  career  and 
music  education  have  taken  him  to  multiple  locations  around  the  globe.  An 
active  soloist;  chamber  musician;  and  accompanist;  Michael  has  appeared  in 
recital  on  three  continents;  including  solo  performances  in  France;  Austria; 
Brazil;  and  throughout  the  United  States.  He  has  participated  in  extensive 
private  study  with  the  most  world-renowned  and  distinguished  artists  and 
pedagogues  including  Angela  Chang  (Oberlin),  Jeff  Cohen  (Manhattan);  Alain 
Planes  (Paris  Conservatory);  Alan  Chow  (Northwestern)  Asaf  Zohar  (Tel  Aviv 
University)  and  chamber  music  studies  under  prominent  musicians  including 
Janos  Starker,  Myron  Bloom;  Gary  Arvin,  and  Robert  Harrison. 

Michael  was  a  prize  winner  in  both  national  and  international  piano 
competitions  including  prizes  at  the  Jefferson  Symphony  National  Piano 
Competition;  UV  Symphony  Concerto  Competition;  which  included  solo 
performances  with  the  orchestra;  and  a  first  prize  at  the  2004  Gina  Bachauer 
International  Piano  Ensemble  Competition. 

A  Phi  Kappa  Phi  graduate  from  Brigham  Young  University,  Michael 
graduated  magna  cum  laude  in  2006  with  a  bachelor  of  music  degree  in  piano 
performance  under  the  direction  of  Irene  Peery-Fox;  a  mentor  who  has  been 
involved  in  his  musical  training  from  a  very  young  age.  While  at  BYU  he  held 
the  most  prestigious  of  awards  and  scholarships  including  both  a  full-tuition 
academic  scholarship  and  the  C.  H.  Nye  Piano  Performance  Scholarship  and 
worked  as  part  of  the  adjunct  piano  faculty. 

In  2006  Michael  was  accepted  to  the  world-renowned  Jacobs  School  of  Music 
at  Indiana  University  and  was  offered  both  the  prestigious  Deans  Scholarship 
and  an  associate  instructorship;  the  highest  financial  award  offered  to  piano 
performance  graduate  students,  which  includes  an  appointment  to  the  piano 
faculty.  After  graduating  with  a  master  of  music  degree  in  piano  performance  in 
2008,  Michael  was  one  of  only  three  students  admitted  to  the  reputable  doctor 
of  music  in  piano  performance  and  literature  degree  program  at  IU,  considered 
to  be  one  of  the  most  extensive  and  respected  doctoral  programs  in  the  nation. 
Since  his  arrival  at  Ind  iana,  Michael  has  been  a  student  of  Distinguished 
Professor  Menahem  Pressler,  founder  of  the  legendary  Beaux  Arts  Trio  and 
revered  pianist  and  pedagogue. 


Michael  is  currently  serving  as  Mr.  Pressler  s  studio  and  teaching  assistant  and 
enjoys  an  extensive  and  active  teaching  career— carrying  on  the  great  Pressler 
pedagogical  legacy — teaching  both  privately  and  at  the  university  level.  His 
students  have  been  admitted  to  both  undergraduate  and  graduate  music 
performance  programs  throughout  the  United  States  and  are  frequent  prize¬ 
winners  in  music  competitions. 

Michael  currently  resides  in  Bloomington,  Indiana,  with  his  wife,  Alicia— a 
doctoral  candidate  in  harp  performance  studying  under  Susann  McDonald  at 
the  IU  Jacobs  School  of  Music — and  their  18-month-old  son  Max.

MEET  THE  PERFORMERS 


Born  in  Brussels,  Belgian,  violist  Dimitri  Murrath  has  made  his  mark  as  a 
soloist  on  the  international  scene,  performing  regularly  in  venues  including 
Jordan  Hall  (Boston),  Kennedy  Center  (Washington,  D.C.),  Wigmore  Hall, 
Purcell  Room,  Royal  Festival  Hall  (London),  Kioi  Hall  (Tokyo),  National 
Auditorium  (Madrid),  and  Palais  des  Beaux- Arts  (Brussels). 

A  first-prize  winner  at  the  Primrose  International  Viola  Competition,  Dimitri 
Murrath  has  won  numerous  awards,  including  second  prize  at  the  First  Tokyo 
International  Viola  Competition,  the  special  prize  for  the  contemporary  work 
at  the  ARD  Munich  Competition,  Verbier  Festival  Academy's  Viola  Prize,  and  a 
fellowship  from  the  Belgian  American  Educational  Foundation. 

With  repertoire  extending  from  Bach  to  contemporary  music  by  Ligeti,  Kurtag, 
and  Sciarrino,  Murrath  is  particularly  keen  on  performing  new  works.  He  has 
taken  part  in  the  Park  Lane  Group  New  Year  Series  in  London  to  great  critical 
acclaim,  as  well  as  commissioned,  given  the  world  premieres,  and  recorded 
several  solo  works. 

An  avid  chamber  musician,  Murrath  has  collaborated  with  Miriam  Fried, 
Pamela  Frank,  Richard  Goode,  Laurence  Lesser,  Paul  Katz,  Donald  Weilerstein, 
Gidon  Kroner,  Kim  Kashkashian,  Menahem  Pressler,  Radovan  Vlatkovic, 
Arnold  Steinhardt,  Peter  Wiley,  David  Soyer,  and  Mitsuko  Uchida. 

Festivals  include  IMS  Prussia  Cove  (UK),  Ravinias  Steans  Institute  for  Young 
Artists  (Chicago),  Verbier  Festival  Academy,  Gstaad  Festival  (Switzerland), 
Caramoor  Rising  Stars  (New  York),  Great  Lakes  Festival  (Michigan)  and 
Marlboro  Music  Festival  (Vermont). 

Violist  Dimitri  Murrath  began  his  musical  education  at  the  Yehudi  Menuhin 
School  studying  with  Natalia  Boyarsky,  and  went  on  to  work  in  London  with 
David  Takeno  at  the  Guildhall  School  of  Music  and  Drama.  He  graduated  with 
an  artist  diploma  from  the  New  England  Conser  vatory  as  a  student  of  Kim 
Kashkashian.  He  is  now  on  the  viola  faculty  of  Longy  School  of  Music  of  Bard 
College,  and  New  England  Conservatory.

In  addition  to  an  extremely  successful  solo  career,  Gordon  tours  regularly 
leading  the  Wycliffe  Gordon  Quartet,  headlining  at  legendary  jazz  venues  and 
performing  arts  centers  throughout  the  world.  Gordon  is  a  former  veteran 
member  of  the  Wynton  Marsalis  Septet,  Lincoln  Center  Jazz  Orchestra,  and 
has  been  a  featured  guest  artist  on  Billy  Taylors  “Jazz  at  the  Kennedy  Center 
Series.  Gordons  extensive  performance  experience  includes  work  with  many 
of  the  most  renowned  jazz  performers  of  the  past  and  present.  His  Jazz  a  la 
Carte”  show,  which  debuted  at  the  Apollo  Theater  last  year,  was  named  one  of 
the  “top  five  best  moments  in  jazz”  for  the  year  2011  by  The  Wall  Street  Journal.

His  music  is  performed  throughout  the  world  by  musicians  and  ensembles  of 
every  caliber  including  Wynton  Marsalis’  latest  Christmas  CD  Christmas  Jazz 
Jam  and  NPRs  jazz  arrangement  of  All  Things  Considered,  just  to  name  a  few. 

Gordon  is  one  of  Americas  most  persuasive  and  committed  music  educators, 
and  currently  serves  on  the  faculty  of  the  Jazz  Arts  Program  at  Manhattan 
School  of  Music.  Kendor  Publishing  recently  released  “Sing  It  First” — 
Wycliffe  s  own  unique  approach  to  playing  the  instrument.  He  was  awarded 
an  honorary  doctorate  in  2006  from  the  University  of  Scranton,  for  his  tireless 
dedication  to  the  field.  His  work  with  young  musicians  and  audiences  from 
elementary  schools  to  universities  all  over  the  world  is  extensive,  and  includes 
master  classes,  clinics,  workshops,  childrens  concerts  and  lectures — powerful 
evidence  of  his  unique  ability  to  relate  musically  to  people  of  all  ages.

ABOUT  THE  COMPOSERS 


In  2009,  Kevin  Olson  was  commissioned  to  compose  a  new  work  for  the 
grand  opening  of  the  Fine  Arts  Building  at  Howard  College  in  Columbia, 
Maryland.  The  result  is  a  set  of  modern  variations  to  one  of  Beethovens 
most  simple,  yet  haunting  themes:  the  Allegretto  movement  of  his  Seventh 
Symphony.  Kevin  Olson  transforms  this  movement  using  a  variety  of 
contemporary  styles — ranging  from  impressionism  to  jazz  to  atonality.  While 
each  impression  has  a  distinct  personality,  Beethovens  original  ideas,  specifically 
the  repeating  melodic  and  rhythmic  motives,  can  be  perceived  through  the 
entire  work. 


Pyotr  Tchaikovsky’s  most  enduring  opera,  Eugene  Onegin,  was  completed  in 
1878  and  is  based  on  Alexander  Pushkins  classic  novel  about  a  young  womans 
infatuation  with  an  insensitive  aristocrat.  Set  in  the  opulent  Russian  Empire, 
the  opera  tells  a  poignant  story  of  a  dashing  but  jaded  gentleman — Eugene 
Onegin,  who  lacks  empathy  and  suffers  from  restlessness,  melancholy,  and 
finally,  regret.  Tatyana  is  the  young,  passionate,  and  virtuous  girl  who  falls 
hopelessly  under  his  spell.  Onegins  rejection  of  Tatyana  sets  in  motion  a  series 
of  events  that  culminates  in  remorse,  loneliness,  and  love  unfulfilled. 


Maurice  Ravel  was  born  in  the  French  Pyrenees,  only  a  few  miles  from 
the  Spanish  border,  a  geographical  boundary  he  often  crossed  in  his  music, 
embracing  his  mother’s  Basque  heritage.  Bolero  was  originally  conceived  in  a 
month  in  1928  as  a  sensuous  gypsy  ballet,  but  the  following  year  gained  fame 
as  an  independent  concert  piece.  A  bolero  is  a  slow  Spanish  dance  in  moderate 
triple  meter,  often  accompanied  by  castanets  and  a  guitar.  Ravel  alternates 
two  insistent,  hypnotic  dance  tunes  18  times,  rising  relentlessly  to  an  ecstatic, 
shattering  climax.  The  rhythm  is  incessant  and  riveting,  and  Ravel  creates  one 
of  the  most  sensational  uses  of  crescendo  in  history. 


Paul  Dukas  had  a  long  and  honored  career  but  left  fewer  than  a  dozen 
significant  works.  The  Sorcerer's  Apprentice  is  a  symphonic  scherzo  based  on 
a  mordant  ballad  by  Goethe.  A  magician  leaves  his  apprentice  in  the  house 
with  instructions  to  fetch  the  day’s  supply  of  water  from  the  river.  Recalling 
the  appropriate  cabalistic  words  of  the  magician  the  youth  orders  a  broom  to 
do  the  work  for  him.  The  broom  duly  plies  to  and  fro  with  a  bucket  and  the 


receptacles  are  soon  filled  but,  alas,  the  lad  has  forgotten  the  magic  words  to 
return  the  broom  to  normality  and  the  house  is  soon  in  danger  of  being  awash. 
In  desperation  he  takes  an  axe  and  chops  the  broomstick  in  two  but  each  half 
carries  on  the  work  thus  doubling  the  rate  at  which  water  is  brought  to  the 
house.  Fortunately  the  magician  comes  back,  breaks  the  spell,  and  returns  the 
workshop  to  normalcy.  The  apprentice  is  dealt  a  few  well-paced  thwacks  as  a 
warning  against  a  “next  time.” 


Georges  Bizets  beloved  Carmen,  premiered  in  1875  and  set  in  Seville 
around  1830,  is  imbued  with  Spanish  dance  rhythms.  The  central  figure  is  the 
passionate  gypsy  Carmen  who  fascinates  the  sergeant  Don  Jose,  leads  him  to 
mutiny,  lures  him  to  join  a  band  of  smugglers,  abandons  him  in  favor  of  the 
toreador  Escamillo,  and  is  finally  stabbed  in  the  heart  by  Don  Jose  precisely 
when  the  victorious  Escamillo  emerges  from  the  bullfight.

Mignon  is  a  lost  princess  who  was  stolen  by  gypsies  and  has  become  a  servant 
in  a  traveling  carnival.  She  loves  the  student  Wilhelm,  who  is  infatuated  with 
one  of  the  actresses  in  the  company.  Mignon  dreams  of  a  foreign  land  which 
feels  like  home. 

The  Mother  of  revolutionary  leader  John  Sorrel  tries  to  maintain  a  sense  of 
home  and  family  as  her  son  seeks  political  asylum  in  a  neighboring  country. 
While  her  daughter-in-law  makes  daily  efforts  at  the  consulate  office,  she  looks 
after  their  sickly  infant. 

Mascagni  s  Santuzza  is  a  peasant  girl  who  has  been  seduced  by  the  soldier 
Turiddu.  As  a  result,  she  faces  excommunication  from  the  other  villagers,  and 
cannot  even  enter  the  church  to  pray  for  forgiveness.  She  is  openly  humiliated 
by  Turiddu  and  his  new  lover.

BIOS 


STEVE  LINDEMAN  is  a  professor  of  music  at  Brigham  Young  University,  where  he 
teaches  courses  in  theory  and  jazz  studies.  Born  and  raised  in  Columbus,  Indiana,  he 
earned  a  degree  in  jazz  piano  at  Indiana  University.  After  moving  to  New  York  City  in 
the  late  1970s,  he  obtained  graduate  degrees  in  music  theory  (Queens  College,  City 
University  of  New  York),  and  musicology  (Rutgers  University).  He  has  studied  jazz  piano 
and  improvisation  with  David  Baker,  Barry  Harris,  Ronnie  Matthews,  Kenny  Barron,  Jack 
Reilly,  Rebecca  Mauleon- Santana,  Tamir  Hendelman,  and  Stefan  Karlsson.  He  has  studied 
composition  and  arranging  with  Jim  McNeely  at  the  BMI  Jazz  Composers  Workshop, 
Bernard  Heiden,  Juan  Orrego-Salas,  David  Baker,  Hugo  Weisgal,  Murray  Boren,  Tamir 
Hendelman,  and  Stefan  Karlsson.  He  is  also  active  as  a  theorist  and  musicologist,  and 
has  published  books  and  articles  concerned  with  the  concerto,  19th  century  composer- 
pianists,  and  Miles  Davis.  Steve  is  active  as  a  composer  and  keyboardist  in  the  Salt  Lake 
City  area. 


RAY  SMITH  is  one  of  those  relatively  rare  individuals  who  has  built  an  exemplary  career 
as  both  a  world-class  performer  and  an  award-winning  educator  at  the  same  time.  For 
over  30  years,  he  has  been  the  professor  of  saxophone  in  the  Brigham  Young  University 
School  of  Music  where  he  has  also  been  the  director  of  jazz  studies.  As  a  performer,  Smith 
is  equally  at  home  in  either  classical  or  jazz-related  styles  and  is  adept  at  all  five  of  the 
woodwind  instruments  (saxophone  flute,  oboe,  clarinet,  and  bassoon),  electronic  wind 
instruments,  recorders,  pennywhitles,  and  other  ethnic  flutes.  He  has  more  than  200  CD 
credits  and  has  recorded  on  many  highly-regarded  film  scores  and  television  themes  and 
jingles.  He  has  performed  on  numerous  occasions  with  the  Utah  Symphony  and  The 
Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir  and  is  a  regular  with  the  Utah  Saxophone  Quartet  and  Q[d  Up, 
a  jazz  quintet,  as  well  as  the  saxophone  quartet,  FOUR  that  has  performed  at  the  World 
Saxophone  Congress  in  both  Thailand  and  Scotland.  He  received  the  Woody  Herman 
Award  for  musical  excellence  and  professionalism,  and  the  Voice  of  Jazz  Award  for  the  state 
of  Utah.  He  was  recognized  by  the  International  Association  for  Jazz  Education  as  the  first 
Utah  Jazz  master,  a  lifetime  achievement  award  “for  profound  contributions  and  virtuoso 
performance  in  the  field  of  jazz  in  Utah.” 


STEVE  WILLIAMS,  Born  in  Manhattan  at  the  end  ofWWII  to  a  big  band  Dad  (who 
played  with  Buddy  Rich,  Woody  Herman,  Charlie  Parker,  and  many  others)  and  a  dancer 
Mom,  Steve  was  pretty  much  sentenced  to  a  life  of  music.  His  father’s  woodwinds  were 
all  around,  and  Steve  picked  up  the  clarinet  and  saxophone.  He  studied  music  at  the 
University  of  Utah,  and  loves  playing  with  small  groups.  He  got  his  start  in  radio  in  1979  at 
KUER,  and  became  Jazz  Director  in  1984.  He  loves  the  opportunities  he  has  to  meet  the 
people  and  artists  in  jazz.  To  relax,  he  likes  to  travel,  taking  in  jazz  festivals  and  conferences 
around  the  country  and  motoring  around  Utah  and  beyond  in  his  beloved 
Volkswagen  Westfalia.

In  the  fictional  Japanese  town  of  Titipu,  Cobra  Kai  guards  undergo  their  daily  training  regimen 
under  the  watchful  eye  of  town  busybody,  Pish-tush.  A  wandering  musician  named  Nanki-poo 
arrives  inquiring  after  the  girl  named  Yum-yum,  with  whom  he  has  fallen  in  love.  He  soon 
learns  that  Yum-yum  is  engaged  to  Ko-ko,  the  Lord  High  Executioner.  The  haughty  Pooh-bah  ar¬ 
rives  and  describes  how  he  recently  acquired  most  of  the  town’s  administrative  posts:  Due  to 
The  Mikado’s  decree  which  made  flirting  punishable  by  death,  the  tailor  Ko-ko  found  himself 
next  in  line  for  execution.  Miraculously,  the  town  then  appoints  Ko-ko  to  be  the  Lord  High 
Executioner  which  allowed  him  to  postpone  his  own  beheading.  Too  proud  to  serve  under  a 
cheap  tailor,  the  town  officials  resign  en  masse,  and  Pooh-bah  assumes  all  their  posts. 

Ko-ko  enters  and  asserts  himself  by  listing  those  people  who  would  not  be  missed  if  executed. 
When  he  leaves,  Nanki-poo  finds  Yum-yum  and  confesses  to  her  that  he  is  the  son  of  the 
Mikado  and  has  fled  the  palace  to  avoid  his  betrothed,  the  repulsive  Katisha.  The  lovers 
lament  the  law  against  flirting. 

Ko-ko  receives  a  new  decree  from  The  Mikado  stating  that  unless  an  execution  takes  place 
within  a  month,  the  town  of  Titipu  will  be  reduced  to  the  rank  of  a  village.  Upon  learning  that 
Nanki-poo  intends  to  commit  suicide  because  of  Yum-yum’s  impending  marriage,  he  asks 
Nanki-poo  to  be  executed  as  his  substitute.  Nanki-poo  agrees,  but  only  after  Ko-ko  allows  him 
to  marry  Yum-yum  for  the  month  prior  to  his  beheading.  Ko-ko  would  then  marry  the  widow. 

The  town  gathers  to  celebrate  Nanki-poo’s  wedding,  but  they  are  interrupted  by  none  other 
than  Katisha  who  has  come  to  claim  her  betrothed.  More  sympathetic  to  the  young  couple  than 
the  severe  Katisha,  the  townsfolk  send  her  away  before  she  can  inform  them  of  Nanki-poo’s 
true  identity. 


io-minute  Intermission 

Act  II 

Yum-yum’s  friends,  Peep-bo  and  Pitti-sing  prepare  her  for  the  wedding  while  subtly  reminding 
her  of  the  groom’s  impending  execution.  Pish-tush  and  Nanki-poo  arrive  in  time  to 
commiserate.  Ko-ko  informs  the  lovers  of  a  new  twist  in  the  law  that  requires  the  wife  of  any 
man  beheaded  for  flirting  to  be  buried  alive.  The  lovers  cancel  the  wedding  to  spare  Yum-yum 
a  “stuffy”  death.  With  nothing  left  to  live  for,  Nanki-poo  challenges  Ko-ko  to  behead  him  on 
the  spot.  Ko-ko,  who  is  actually  too  kind-hearted  to  kill  anyone,  decides  to  falsify  an  affidavit 
stating  that  an  execution  has  taken  place,  and  sends  the  lovers  off  to  elope. 

The  Mikado  and  Katisha  arrive  unexpectedly  and  Ko-ko  assumes  that  they  have  come  to  see 
if  orders  have  been  followed.  It  turns  out  that  The  Mikado  is  searching  for  his  son,  Nanki-poo. 
Katisha  finds  the  affidavit  of  Nanki-poo’s  death  and  The  Mikado  vows  to  torture  and  kill  Ko-ko, 
Pooh-bah,  and  Pitti-sing  for  beheading  the  heir  apparent.  Ko-ko  pleads  with  Nanki-poo  to 
come  out  of  hiding  to  spare  his  life.  Nanki-poo  refuses  unless  Ko-ko  himself  will  woo  and  marry 
Katisha  first,  which  he  promptly  does.  At  last,  Nanki-poo  reveals  himself  to  his  father,  and  all 
is  forgiven.  The  town  rejoices  in  their  good  fortune.
